‘Bare bones’ budget: $18.1 m 


“Bare bones" is the description 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
used in his budget message for 
Fiscal Year 1983. Stapezynski 
presented his budget to the board 
of selectmen Monday night 

The budget is in compliance 
with with Chapter 580, Prop. 2'2, 
but Stapezynski described it as 
meeting only minimum service 
needs. 

The budget total is $18.1. million, 
up a half million from last year. 
The-munticipal side of the budget 


runs to $7,816,328, reduced by the 
town manager from department 
requests totalling -$9,293,740. The 
school budget recommended by 
the town manager is $7,895,468, 
reduced“from school committee 
request of $8,103,678. 

Stapezynski predicted a tax 
rate of $24.94 based on an 
estimated valuation of $470 
million, and a tax levy of 
$11,721,950. 

Pay increases in many cases 
are not included in the budget. 


‘MBTA approves 
Sweetheart crossing 


A long letter from James F. 
O'Leary, general manager of the 
Massachusetts Bay  Tran- 
sportation Authority, confirms 
the agreement of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad and the MBTA to 
allow a crossing of the B&M 
tracks to be constructed from 
Main Street. across land of 
Charles and Ruth Doucette. A 
story in the Town Crier early this 
month told the details, which the 
letter confirms. 

A copy of the letter was read on 
January 26 by members of the 
Wilmington Planning Board. 

The letter has 12 points or items 
to which Sweetheart Plastics 
must agree. - 

Sweetheart must supply a 
detailed listing of commodities 
that will cross the tracks. 
Sweetheart agrees that train 
traffic will have the right-of-way 
at all times. Sweetheart Plastics, 
or any contractor working for the 
firm imnust carry $3-§5 million 
Oregon form: insurance during 
construction, and for one year 
thereafter. 

There must also be the same 
insurance for Sweetheart, or its 
assigns covering any and all 
liability for any accident at the 


grade ‘crossing, and the MBTA 
and the Boston & Maine Railroad 
will be the named insured on all 
insurance policies. 

Other items read _ that 
Sweetheart will be responsible for 
signals as determined by the 
MBTA, and agrees not to erect 
any structure above or below the 
railroad tracks or within 20 feet of 
the nearest tracks. 

Several other items 

Sweetheart agrees that the 
track speed shall be 70 miles an 
hour; that there shall be full 
width automatic gates for 
protection; and standard railroad 
cross buck signs. There is to be a 
sign in each direction at least 200 
feet from the grade crossing, 
warning of the high speed 
railroad crossing. Sweetheart 
also agrees that the Boston & 
Maine, or the MBTA will be the 
operating contractor, for the 
construction of the grade 
crossing. 

The letter goes on to say that 
the MBTA agrees to assist and 
cooperate with Sweetheart 
Plastics, Inc. in carrying out the 
endeavor to a successful con- 
clusion, beneficial to both parties.

Stapezynski said that this was 
because the labor agreements 
have not yet been negotiated.

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Miceli talks on county budget 


Tewksbury and Wilmington 
have a greater call for what Rep. 
James Miceli defines as ‘‘con- 
stituent services’ than perhaps 
any other area served by a state 
representative, according to Mr. 
Miceli, . 

He told the Wilmington Lions on 
Jan, 20 and the Tewksbury 
Rotarians on the 2ist of some of 
his work in the legislature. The 
constituent services part was 
impressive, because of possible 
comparison with other areas in 
the state. 

Miceli told the groups how he 
shared offices with some of the 
representatives from Boston and 
pera aga able to draw a com- 
parison of his district with the 
districts they serve. Constituent 
services, as he defined it, is 
requests for assistance, in one 
way or another, from people 


living in the district of the 
representative. 
“They (the other represen- 


tatives, ed.) are aghast at the 
number of requests I get from 
Tewksbury and Wilmington for 
assistance. I consider that I do an 
outstanding job, in serving our 
communities.’* 

A second item on which he 
spoke was his work in behalf of 
“capital outlay projects" for the 
district, This means, according to 
his definition, getting Depart- 
ment of Public Works and other~ 
state agencies to perform 
valuable services for the area he 
represents. 

‘Among the projects that he 
mentioned were the new bridge 
for Bridge Street, in Tewksbury 
and the Chandler Street light 
system in that town. In 
Wilmington he considers the new 
water filtration plant assistance 
in financing, and the salt storage 
shed off Federal Street as two 
such projects. 

The third avenue of effort which 
he considers very important, is 
working to enact legislation 
favorable to the district which he 
represents. This means 
legislation which will benefit the 
citizens and the taxpayers in the 


district. “We try to change things 
so that benefits accrue to the 


taxpayers." 
Miceli reported that he had 
been very active in the 


Democratic Study group, and in 
what he called the Middlesex 
County Project. They are two 
different groups. 

“This year we were able to get 
the legislature to accept some 
legislation on the Middlesex 
County Budget which they never 
would have accepted before. This 
legislation is referred to as ‘the 
Advisory Board Bill." 

The Advisory Board Bill is 
legislation which takes from the 
legislature the power to approve 
the annual county budget, and 
places that power in the hands of 
an Advisory Board, composed of 
board members from each city 
and town in the respective county. 
In other words, towns and cities 
now have veto power and an input 
into the budget of the counties, a 
budget which indirectly affects 
the local property tax. 

The Advisory Board Bill, Miceli 
said, would never have happened 
except for the impact of the 2! 
vote of two years ago. 

He told how he had served 12 
years as a_selectman in 
Wilmington and how, while in that 
post, he had been assigned to a 
Middlesex County study group. 
The study group had represen- 
tatives from each city and town in 
the county. It didn’t get very far, 
Miceli reported. 

The counties in the western part 
ot the state, he said, had 
representatives who were not 
adverse to the county government 
there, as they were being 
operated. Counties like Hampden 
County had an efficient govern- 
ment. It has a county engineering 
department which was much used 
by towns which have no 
engineering department. 

Because of this the represen- 
tatives from the western part of 
the state did not want to change 
things in county government. 

Middlesex County, Miceli said, 
“was another thing.”’ 
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for bright ideas 
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“It had been of particular 
importance to me, as a select- 
man. I saw at first hand the 
frustration of conducting ex- 
tensive budget hearings for the 
county, and of making recom- 
mendations, only to have the 
legislature completely disregard 
those recommendations.” 

We, on the advisory committee, 
felt that we wanted to have more 
input from the cities and towns. 
Mayor Mann of Newton and 
Mayor Clark of Waltham were in 
turn chairmen of the committee, 
and later, I became chairman. 

If we recommended that cer- 
tain positions be cut, there would 
be instead, increases. It was the 
legislature which made the in- 
creases work. The county of- 
ficials would say, “we need 25 
more positions.” The legislature 
would say, ‘‘let’s make it 45, and 
we'll take 20 appointments." 

There were people in the 
engineering department of 
Middlesex County who didn't 
know what an engineering 
diploma looked like. I would say 
this for about 80 percent of the 
employees. They didn’t know an 
engineering degree from a 
monkey wrench 

It was a bad situation all over. 
The taxpayers were getting 
beaten on the head. 

When I first got to the 
legislature I had a talk with 
Governor Dukakis about this. I 
told him the problems of the 
county government. He asked me 
to attend a meeting in his office. 
There he showed me a legislative 
package he had ready to file. He 
did file it. Included in that 
package was a bill for an advisory 
board, for counties. That was the 
original bill of the one now being 
passed in the legislature. 

The governor told me that the 
House leadership would not allow 
the bill out for debate. It would 
get killed in committee. 

With a lot of maneuvering on 
my part, and a lot of 
parliamentary action, I moved 
for the discharge of the bill, to get 
it out of committee: 


We did get that bill out, and 
through the House, much to the 
chagrin of the leadership. But it 
died in the Senate. 

So it is with a great deal of 
satisfaction that I can say the 
Middlesex Representative really 
became involved this year. Rep. 
Charlie Flaherty of Cambridge is 
the present chairman of the 
committee. 

To realize what it means, let me 
say that for the towns of 
Wilmington and Tewksbury the 
Middlesex County budget runs 
into hundreds of, thousands of 
dollars. The Mid Municipal 
Association feels that this is 
probably the most significant 
piece of legislation to come out of 
the legislature this year. 

I had filed a bill every year. 
None of them ever made it. This 
year there were five or six of us in 
Middlesex County to file the same 
bill. 

Proposition 2% had a lot to do 
with the passage of the bill this 
year. We worked closely with 
Rep. Flaherty and Senator 
Pollard, We lobbied and we 
worked closely with house and 
senate leadership. This meant, in 
many instances, late work at 
night, planning strategy. ane 

In would say, in light 'rop 
2%, that the Speaker of the\House 
and the President of the Senate 
allowed the bill to go through. 
Prop. 2'2 did some things which 
were not good. This was a positive 
thing, one that did good. 

House Speaker McGee said to 
me afterward that we might learn 
a hard lesson here. Perhaps, he 
said, this will turn out to be a case 
of local officials putting their 
heads together. They could create 
more jobs than there are windows 
in the County Courthouse. McGee 
did not, and does not have a lot of 
faith in local officials. 

Now there is a “clean-up” bill 
in the works, The idea is to clean 
up the language in the County 
Advisory Bill. That will take a 
couple of weeks. The governor 
has let us know that he will sign.

County budget $26.2m 


The long road to fiscal reform, 
for the budget of Middlesex 
County ended on January 20 in 
Concord, according to Bruce 
Morang, editor of the Reading 
Chronicle. He reports that 42 
representatives of the county's 54 
cities and towns met to endorse 
the Middlesex County Advisory 
Board’s 1983 budget. 

The budget carries a sub total 
of $26.2 million. To be subtracted 
from that will be nearly $8.3 
million in excess, unappropriated 
funds. The net, to be assessed to 
the cities and towns of the county 
will be just under $18 million. This 

ill be $2 million less than the 

ment currently charged to 
local property taxes in the cities 
and towns of Middlesex County. 

The new budget also calls for 
$1.4 million to open the four floors 
of the jail space on top of the 
Cambridge Superior Court 
building. That jail space has been 
vacant for years because when 
the building was completed there 
was a swarm of controversy 
about “bogus bidding” and cost 
over runs. 

The cells and cell space were 
declared unfit for human 
habitation because the building 
was not provided with sprinklers, 
and there were “improper’’ 
energency exits 

But, with jail space at a 
premium all over the state, and 
the County House of Correction in 
Billerica over populated, jail 
space is at a premium. Governor 


King has been urging county 
officials to open the Cambridge 
jail space. 

The city of Cambridge 
residents have opposed the use of 
the jail space and the building 
inspector and City Council have 
several times refused to issue a 
certificate of occupancy for the 
top four floors. City Manager 
Robert Healy, vice chairman of 
the Middlesex County Advisory 
Board, voted on January 20, on 
the jail fund amendments. 

Morang reports that the “‘at- 
mosphere’ in the Concord 
meeting was very much reflected 
in the politics of an election 
year. 

The Advisory Board's move to 
back Sheriff Edward Hen- 
neberry'’s move for more jail 
space was tempered by ap- 
prehension that Governor King 
might not come through with 
state funds promised. King's 
adversary position with the 
legislature, Morang says, may 
“torpedo” that budget item, 
which may leave Middlesex 
County with an “‘unfit"’ jail, 

Also on the minds of many who 
attended the Concord meeting 
was the possibility that the 
legislature could “play games” 
with the supplementary budgets 
up to July 1, when Fiscal Year 
1983 begins. This could result in 
leaving the cities and towns of the 
county with more unpaid bills 
than are currently funded in the 
1983 budget

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Wage rate decision pushes Tewksbury bus costs 


The State Department of Labor 
and Industries dealt a severe 
blow to the Tewksbury School 
Committee last Wednesday. 
Administrative Assistant Frank 
Antonelli, who oversees. the 
transportation account, explained 
that he received a letter from 
Labor and Industries Com- 
missioner William Shipps which 
announced an increase in the 
basic hourly rate for school bus 
drivers from $5.77 to $7.76. 

The $1.99 hike, which is .99 
cents per hour more than had 
been projected, apparently must 
be included in bid specifications 
when 28 out of the total 37 bus 
contracts go out for renewal. 


Antonelli along with Assistant 
Superintendent for Business John 
Ryan explained the impact the 
wage hike will have on the 
transportation account during the 
committee's first full round of 
fiscal 1983 budget talks. 

As reported in the Town Crier 
two weeks ago, Antonelli said he 
was looking for an increase of 
$108,000 in public school tran- 
sportation and about $36,000 in 
private school transportation. 

Last Wednesday he explained 
all other transportation related 
expenses and said the new wage 
rate will probably have a big 
impact on all those figures. 

Antonelli and Ryan confirmed

that the wage rate hike is being 
appealed with the commission, 
but Ryan said it appears the 
attempt may be futile. A similar 
wage hike went into effect a few 
years ago and it was explained 
that nothing could be done about 
it at that time. 

“T've written a letter to the 
commissioner of labor and in- 
dustries as well as Rep. Jim 
Miceli and Sen. Patricia 
McGovern," Antonelli said. He 
explained that those letters 
request assistance in researching 
why the rate hike was so large. 

Ryan added that the request for 
information will ask what for- 
mula the commission uses in 
determining the size of the rate 
hikes. Ryan had already asked 
the commission if the wage hike 
had been a miscalculation and 
said he was told it was not. 

The rate for Shawsheen Tech 
drivers, Antonelli said, is $7.20 
per hour. “We're usually a little 
bit lower than that,"’ he said. 

Committeeman Tom Cook 
postulated that the rate, which is 
based on an average of current 
bus driver wages in the area, has 
been based on the rate received 
by Lowell Regional Transit 
Authority (LRTA) drivers. 

Ryan agreed with that 
postulation and said that several 
years ago he warned against 
having an LRTA bus stop at the 
Stadium Plaza.

Drunk driving crisis not-so-new 


Just before Christmas an 
unlicensed male, from. the South 
Shore, while under the influence of 
alcohol, collides his car head-on into 
another car, killing all four of the 
second vehicle’s occupants. New 
Year's eve: a young man, with a 
previous drunk driving arrest 
record, kills three people and 
riously injures a fourth in a two: 
the Southeast Ex 
he man is arrested 
again and this time he's charged 
with driving under the influence of 
alcohol and vehicular homicide 
Numerous other accidents involving 
drunk drivers occur that same night 
d take seven moré lives 

‘The public is outraged. The media 
focuses an inordinate amount of 
time covering the lurid details of the 
carnage. It asks questions: Are the 
authorities doing enough to prevent 
the aforementioned tragedies? Why 
are so many repeat offenders, who 
comprise only a minute percentage 
of the drivers on the highways but 
are responsible for the Frajority of 
the alcohol-related automobile 
deaths, being allowed to get behind a 
wheel again? 

Politicians, judges and police 
react. Judges announce tougher 
punishment for those convicted of 
drunk driving; state and local police 
officials are pressured into making 
more arrests.” In Revere, road 
blocks are set up to keep drunks 
from entering the city. The governor 
proposes new get-tough legislation 
against drunk drivers, 

Their objective is clear: the public 
wants the drunk driver off of the 
highway, and they're going to take 
any measures necessary to assure 
that that happens. 

Everyone, including this 
columnist, agrees that something 
has to be done to reduce the number 
of drunk drivers menacing the high: 
w But something about "the 
current rush to stop the drunk driver 
at all costs disturbs me. First, the 
issue of tougher punishment.

Preserved in some rural areas, 
country dancing died out in cities 
and towns in the early 1900s when 
couple dances such as the fox trot

After a long hibernation, it was 
revived in New Hampshire when 
some college students stumbled 
upon a traditional contra dance, and 
within two years it became popular 
among New England young people 

During the 1970s, country dancing 
spread across the United States. 
aided by traveling callers, summer 
dance camps, and dance festivals. 

Another popular form, English 
country dances, was reviving at the

Children's experiences with

A pet might well be the best holiday gift a child 
received this year — especially if some simple 
precautions are taken to protect the health of 
owner and pet 

According to Donald Goldmann, M.D., senior 
associate in Medicine and Infectious Diseases at 
‘The Children’s Hospital Medical Center, it is 
important to have a new pet checked by a 
veterinarian, to know how to care for it properly, 
and to seek medical attention for the injuries and 
infections it may cause. 

“The benefits of having a household pet 
says Dr. 


greatly outnumber the hazards, 
Goldmann. 

The most common health hazards associated 
with dogs and cats are bites and scratches 
“Parents should seek prompt medical attention 
if their child is bitten,” says Dr. Goldmann, 
use of the risk of infection.” 
he most dreaded complication of an animal 
bite used to be rabies, a disease which affects the 
brain and is uniformly fatal in humans, Dogs 
were once an important source of rabies. 
“Today, dog rabies is very unusual in this 
country," says Dr. Goldmann. “There has not 
been a rabid dog in Massachusetts in yéars, 
be se of immunization laws. 

Scratches, particularly from cats, can also 
cause problems. “Cat scratch fever, a very 
painful disease characterized by swollen lymph 
glands, is rather unusual," Dr. Goldmann says. 

It is still advisable for parents to seek medical 
attention if their child is scratched, and swollen, 
red, painful lymph glands develop.” 

Although dogs and cats suffer from a variety of 
infectious diseases, most of, these ailments 
(distemper, for example) are not transmittable 
to humans. 

“Toxaplasmosis is one infectious disease that 
can be transmitted to humans by eats,"” says Dr 
Goldmann. “The disease generally does not 
cause any serious symptoms ‘in children, but it 
poses a great threat to pregnant women since it 
can harm the fetus. Toxaplasmosis is contracted

contract simply by inhaling the bird's droppings. 
In humans, psittacosis causes pneumonia, a 
rash, chest pains, and symptoms of a cold,"’ he 
says. ‘The best way to prevent psittacosis is to 
buy a bird from an approved source, and be sure 
the bird has been quarantined for preventive 
treatment.”

roller mills, the common mati cuuld 
eat like a king. So white flour rapidly 
supplanted whole wheat 


Flour must be aged for a 
minimum of 30 days for best baking 
results. But the industry soon 


discovered that bleaching the new 
flour to a stark white would age it 
instantly “nd thus save storage 
costs. In response to demand from 
commercial bakers, Sands, Taylor & 
Wood bleached some of its 
mercial varities, but never its Ki 
Arthur family flour for home 
baking 

At the turn of the century when 
people did more physical labor than 
many do today, they were really 
packing in the bread, consumin 
about 250 pounds of flour per capita 
a year. But by the 1960s, family flour 
was a dying’business, and per capi 
consumption had plummeted to 107 


Even as early asthe 1930s, long 
before women's lib was dreamed of, 
the woman in the. kitchen was 
beginning to feel her oats. Bakery 
trucks were stopping all along 
residential streets early in the 
morning peddling “store bought 
bread, cakes, and other goodies, and 
housewives were snapping them up. 

This trend accelerated at the end 
of World War Il when people had 
less rationing and more disposable 
income. The family flour business 
began a steady downward slide of 
about 5 percent a year 


The whole industry. saw the 
writing on the wall. It accurately 
foresaw that women who had 


commenced their emancipation with 
war work in the factories would stay 
in the job market 

Home bread baking, the 
companies allowed, was on‘its 
out — a lost art, Therefore there wa 
no need of a high-protein flour any 
longer since pies, cakes, and cookies 
don't need as much gluten as yeast 
bread. Tailoring their gluten to their 
perceived market, the big com 
panies decreased the protein 
strength of their flour 

. ids {amily took-a different 
tack. Following the idealistic 
example of King Arthur himself, 
they stuck to the’ principles; an 
unbleached, high-protein, high 


ycality flour e..cellent for bread 
baking. It was a decision that would 
pay off later 

However, on Frank's initiative. 
ST&W began to diversify in order to 
hang on to what was then still a ~ 
small share of the New England 
flour market 

In 1968 when Walter Sands retired. 
handing the business over to Frank. 
acquisitions began in earnest. First 
Frank bought a small bakers supply 
company and became a distributor 
of every kind of goody that com: 
mercial bakeries use: jellies, icings 
glazes, fruits, nuts, shortening. “We 
had several thousand items," Frank 
says. 

Next he bought out two leading, 
competing manufacturers of bakery 
fillings. It made a lot of sense, he 
thought, to manufacture the items 
they were distributing 


‘The crowning acquisition was the 

Dunkin’ Donut distribution business 
in New England, which added a 
warehousing and trucking activity 
toST&W’s other enterprises. 

“It all fit together. It was 
beautiful,” Frank says. ““But it was 
too unwieldy In 1978 came his 
decision to move to Vermont. Since 
then the divesting has taken place. 

While all this was happening, 
unforeseen trends were developing 
that would favorably affect the 
family flour business 

Rachael Carson's “Silent Spring’ 
in 1962, which did so much to launch 
the environmental movement, 
alerted people to additives in their 
food. Consumers started reading 
content labels to find out what was 
going into their stomachs. They 
gained a new appreciation of pure 
food. Natural food became popular. 

Some people decided they didn't 
want bleach in their flour. This gave 
the unbleached King Arthur an 
unexpected leg up. In the 1960s, it 
was about the only brand left on the 
market that wasn't bleached, 
because the public preference had 
been for very white flour. Now many

separating the two: the occasional 
social drinker who happens to get 
stopped doesn't want the same 
punishment as the guy who gets 
drunk habituapy 
people. The firs step to avoid this is 
to make vehicular homicide a 
felony, rather than a misdemeanor. 
That would put away drunk drivers 
who kill as murderers, not drunks. 
‘As for the guy who gets caught 
driving under the influence but 
hasn't killed anybody, there's a 
variety of alternative punishments, 


including the current alcoholic 
rehabilitation programs (often 
referred to as ‘drunk school’), hefty 


fines and additional punishment 
depending upon the number of times 
convicted. What kind of additional 
punishment? How about some form 
of civil servant work? Once a con- 
victed drunk driver completes his 
alcoholic rehabilitation program, he 
could spend, say, sixteen con: 
secutive weekends working at a 
state hospital. State hospitals are 
badly in need of attendants and 
custodial workers, who, under 
proper supervision, could be trained 
in a very short time. Or convicted 
drunk drivers could, during good 
weather, be sentenced to the same 
number of weekends cleaning up our 
highways. Goodness knows the state 
needs to clean up its roadsides (the 
irony here is, of course, the drunk 
driver would be cleaning up the very 
mess he helped to put there) 

A major controversy in the issue 
of arresting drunk drivers is the 
breathalyzer test. Many law en- 
forcement officials will tell you that 
the test is not a suitable means of 
determining whether or not a person 
is drunk for at least two reasons 
First, the machine can be 
manipulated. It is possible for the 
officer conducting the test to effect 
the machine's reading. The local 
officer explained how: say someone 
is arrested for allegedly being 
drunk, but actually he’s had only two 
beers. For some rpason dhe.officer 
doing the test doésn't like this in- 
dividual. The officer can make the 
machine register a 1.3, thereby 
making the driver legally drunk. On 
the other hand, someone who's had 
ten drinks and should register a 2.0 
might get a reading of .7. if the of 
ficer conducting the test wishes to do 
so. 

‘This explanation isn't to suggest 


that this is always the case. It 
merely points out that this is 
possible, therefore, the con 


stitutionality of the breathalyzer has 
to be questioned when entered into 
court 

There is also the matter of drugs, 
which is the second reason. A person

Six beers would most likely 
make someone legally drunk if he 
were subjécted to a breathalyzer 
test, however, a similarly ‘high’ 

person on two beers jand a 
marijuana joint would not’ register 
legally drunk on the test. 

This issue has bar owners and 
bartenders in a state of anxiety. 
“The legislature wants to make 
bartenders accountable for the 
drunk who gets into an accident 
perhaps killing someone,” one local 
bartender indicated, “but that's 
crazy! I've seen guys come in and 
drink ten drinks and be fine. Then 
I've seen people drink two beers and 
act drunk. How can you look at a 
person and tell what kind of alcohol 
tolerance he has? How can you 
control the twenty-year-old kid who 
drinks a couple of drinks and then 
goes into the men's room and pops a. 
few pills 

A couple of final points: the only 
people who seem to be benefiting, if 
you can call it that, by those who get 
caught for driving under the in- 
fluence of alcohol are the 
stockholders of insurance com: 
panies. They are the ones who are 
collecting tens of thousands of 
dollars each year in automobile 
insurance surcharges, | have a 
suggestion: why not give half of the 
amount collected in surcharges to 
the families of victims who are 
killed by drunk drivers? All-too often 
families of victims have no 
recourse, since statistics have 
shown that many drunk drivers have 
no license to operate and have 
uninsured vehicles. 

Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
Richard E. McLaughlin has stated 
that there are already enough laws 
on the books to handle drunk 
drivers. The problem is they've not 
been enforced 

If they continue to not be, perhaps 
there are other ways to help rid the 
highway of the drunk driver. How 
about publishing his name when 
convicted? And there's always old- 
fashioned punishment: toss those 
arrested into a jail wagon and 
parade them around town until they 
sober up. Critics of this kind of 
punishment claim the public would 
never tolerate it, just as they won't 
fe barbaric punishment. for 
rbaric crimes. ‘We're too 
civilized” is usually the phrase used 
In some contemporary societies 
extueme crimes are punished with 
extreme measures, and there's very 
little crime to show for it 

Maybe that should tell us, the 
civilized public something.

J. Frank Cross, like thousands of 
other men across the’ country, en- 
joys woodworking in his basement. 
| His basement workshop, as it 
happens, is in one of the most at- 
tractive brick homes on the Duke of 
Gloucester Street in Colonial 
| Williamsburg. It is a reconstructed 
structure on the site of the original 
early 1700s house, and is called the 
Red Lion now just as it was in 
Revolutionary War days when it 
served as a hostelry. It is today a 
private residence and is not open to 
the public. 

Since Mr. Cross, who heads the 
reproductions program for the 
Colonial Williamsburg Foundation, 
is steeped in the history, lore, and 
| living traditions of the old Colonial 
capital, it is not surprising that what 
he produces in his basement 
‘workshop are fine reproductions or 
adaptations of early Virginia an- 
tiques 
“My office job gives me a distinct 
advantage over most home wood- 
workers," he admits, “because I am

beat for heat Ides. 

At best, a fireplace only delivers 
about 15 percent of its heat to the 
room in which it is located as most of 
its energy in the form of heated air is 
drawn up the chimney. And even 
when it's not in use, a fireplace’s 
inefficient dampers can lead to 
further heat loss seven days a week 

| But to give up on a fireplace 

altogether would be to give up one 
of life’s great pleasures. Nor is it 
necessary. A number of solutions to 
this type of heat loss exist. The 
solutions depend on your use of a 
fireplace and, of course. the amount 
of money necessary to make it more 
efficient 

If at all possible, the air that 
provides the fireplace with corn 
bustion should be supplied directly 
from an unheated source, rather 
than by air that you've already paid 
money to heat by some other fuel. In 
this regard, it helps to close-off the 
room to limit the air available to the 
fireplace, while simultaneously 
giving the fire a fighting chance to 
actually warm an area. By also 
turning the thermostat down, your 
heating system will not attempt to 
heat as much new air — which is 
drawn in by infiltration to replace 
that drawn up the chimney 

‘The combustion air problem isnot 
a major one if you are a holiday 
only type of fireplace user. In fact, 
with such limited use, it probably 
would not be worthwhile to invest in 
a lot of extras.

scale."’ He works with those 25 or so 
manufacturers of furniture, silver, 
pewter, porcelain, paint, wallpaper, 
and rugs that are involved in the 
Williamsburg reproduction 
program. 

Mr. Cross and his wife, Barbara, 
have lived in the Red Lion for 18 
years, and its decor and furnishings 
are typically Williamsburg. The 
difference is that over 40 of the most 
stunning pieces of furniture were- 
made on the premises by the master 
of the house, who works only with 
antique hand tools and a modern 
piece of equipment called the 
“shopsmith.”” 

Frank Cross tries to complete 
about one major piece of furniture 
per year since he gardens and golfs 
during warmer months, indulging 
his woodworking hobby on winter 
evenings and weekends. He never 
counts the hours he spends in the 
workshop, he says, because the time 
flies by when he is engrossed with 
cabinetmaking, ‘the most relaxing 
and rewarding hobby in the world.”” 
Nor can he be persuaded to make 
furniture for anyone else, ‘because 
that would seem like work and take 
the fun out of it."" As it is, he finds the 
leisurely pace of his workshop to be

With this type of use, it is a 
good idea to add glass doors to the 
fireplace. When the fire is going. 
they can be left open with little loss

When shopping for glass doors. 
make sure they fit together as 
tightly as possible. Additionally 
when installing them, be sure to 
place fiberglass behind the frame 
and against the bricks to obtain a

It is his magnificent mahogany 
tall-case clock that greets you when 
you walk into the entrance hall of the 
Cross residence.

In addition to his tables, desks,

The executive says his hobby 
dates back to his boyhood, when he 
was growing up in Suffolk, Va., 
during the depression years. In 1933, 
he remembers, his father purchased 
a set of 1 woodworking 
tools to help a relative, and he found 
himself intrigued with them and 
eager to experiment 

With the old tools and the help of a 
high school shop course, he con- 
structed his first piece of furniture, 
an Empire chest from which he 
learned an important lesson 
Because he had used green wood, 
the piece of which he was so proud 
immediately began to warp. He 
never made that mistake again. 

“When World War II came along, I 
went into the service and got 
married and soon discovered that 
we couldn't afford the furniture that 
we wanted. So the old tools came out 
again and, sitting in the middle of 
the floor because I had no work- 
bench, I put together by hand two 
expensive-looking side tables. They 
were such a success that I have

Public Health Commissioner Dr. 
Alfred L. Frechette today an 
nounced the beginning of a statewide 
public education campaign to help 
consumers choose safe, effective 
and permanent methods of con 
trolling their weight 

‘The campaign, which will begin in 
mid-January and continue through 
the end of February, has as its 
theme: “Weigh the Facts About 
Weight Control . 

It is being conducted by 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health's Division of 
Preventive Medicine in cooperation 
with Public Health Departments in 
Connecticut, Rhode Island and 
Vermont. The campaign will feature 
television and radio public service 
announcements, pamphlets and 
posters, and articles in newspapers. 
trade magazines and professional 
journals, 

“Being overweight is a major 
health problem in the United States 
today,’' Dr. Frechette said 
“Twenty-three million Americaans 
are overweight, including a large 
percentage of school-age children 
And the problem is growing as 


the 


Americans continue to eat more 
than they should for the amount of 
exercise they get.’ 

According to Dr. Frechette. 
people who are overweight are twice 
as likely to develop high blood 
pressure, twice as susceptible to 
diabetes in later life, and are more 
likely to suffer from gall bladder 
disease, some forms of cancer, and 
joint diseases such as gout 

“Every year, millions of aver. 
weight Americans try every possible 
method of losing weight," Dr 
Frechette continued. ‘Americans 
spend millions of dollars on diets, 
diet drugs, weight loss spas, exer 
cise salons, mechanical weight loss 
devices and other methods to try to 


‘Unfortunately, many of these 
methods do not keep the pounds off,"” 
he said. “What we recommend is a 
gradual change in lifestyle which 
emphasizes physical activity, 
developing good eating habits and 
eating less, and eating healthy 
foods.”

Stock Market

Except for certain selected stock 
groups and issues, growth stocks 
have not attracted the degree of 
investment interest of their heyday 
for quite some time. The period of 
most intense investor preference for 
growth stocks spanned much of the 
1950s and a fair portion of the 1960s. 
During those years there was little 
concern over the low yields of 
growth issues inasmuch as the long- 
term upward trek of interest rates 
had not yet managed to outstrip the 
benefits of capital expansion. 
Furthermore, the American 
economy was in a protracted climb, 
punctuated by only occasional brief 
periods of mild economic 
dislocations. It was one of those 
times when prosperity seemed likely 
to go on indefinitely. Hence, in- 
vestors were willing to value many 
stocks at very high earnings 
multiples. 

‘THE CHANGE IN THINKING 

The latter 1960s and the early 
1970s, however, saw a series of 
adverse developments which 
gradually diminished the 
widespread appeal of growth stocks. 
One of these was the end of the 
speculative focus on the 
‘conglomerates. Subsequently, the 
troubles of the real estate in- 
vestment trusts further dampened 
investor confidence. By that time, 
interest rates had soared to a level 
causing genuine concern among 
investors involved with growth 
issues, even though money rates 
would become far more appalling 
later on. 

‘The net result was a shift in in- 
vestor preference for the generous 
yields available in bonds. At that 
time, the high yields of fixed income 
investments, which seemed 
relatively free of risks, set a new 
course for investors to take, and the 
high price-earnings ratios of growth 
stocks — and of common stocks in 
general — were steadily whittled 
down. In recent years, however, the 
spells of costly inflation and in- 
credibly exaggerated interest rates 
have exacted frightful tolls on both 
the bond and stock markets,

capture the fancy of growth-oriented 
investors. 
GROWTH PREFERENCE 

» SUBDUED, 

NOT EXTINGUISHED 

While the adversities of late years 
have reduced investment attention 
to growth stocks, investors in a 
position to place primary emphasis 
‘on building up the capital value of 
their portfolios have still maintained 
a distinet tendency toward growth- 
type issues. Understandably, 
however, they have been much more 
cautious and selective in making 
their commitments than was the 
case when growth stocks were 
considered the easy road to in- 
vestment progress. 

This category of investments in 
general now appears poised to play 
an important role in pacing the 
revitalization on market interest in 
common stocks. The timing of such 
a revival has considerable merit 
now that the stock market appears 
likely to derive some benefit from 
the downturn in short-term interest 
rates. 

VARIETIES OF GROWTH STOCKS 

Naturally, the concept of what 
constitutes a growth stock can differ 
widely. Higher grade growth issues, 
however, are generally associated 
with companies extremely 
prominent in industries which have 
demonstrated over the years an 
ability to rack up consistent 
progress above the average ex 
pansion pace of the economy. There 
are, of course, young growth in. 
dustries not yet possessing long 
existence records. Companies which 
merit the growth label tend to plow 
back into their business two-thirds 
or more bf their annual profits on a 
consistent basis, even while often 
liberalizing the dividend. 

A healthy record of sales and 
earnings does not precluide an oc- 
casional stumble, especially under 
the difficult circumstances of recent 
years. Among the growth issues 
currently favored for purchase by 
Babson’s Reports are Dow 
Chemical, Beckman Instruments, 
Fluor, Helmerich & Payne, and 
Texas Oil & Gas.

Nation looks for growth 


SWITCHBOARD TECHNOLOGY 
SPURS OFFICE AUTOMATION 

The oldtime central, telephone 
switchboard has now been replaced 
by automatic, solid-sta: » electronic 
voice and data equipment called 
PBXs. At a rapid rate these new 
systems are invading the office — 
interconnecting and controlling 
computers, word processing. 
devices, and tel . Other office 

such as typing, copying, 
filing, electronic mailing, as well as 
the aforementioned, are tied into 
local communications networks. 

‘A number of independent com- 
panies manufacturing computers or 
switchboards have pioneered in the 
introduction of computer-controlled 
PBXs (private branch exchanges) 
for the office. The network, which 
can be located in one building or 
spread out among several sites, 
offers the routing of information at 
the least possible cost, as well as 
complete accounting data plus 
traffic and usage reports on all 
transactions. It has been estimated 
that more than 30,000 businesses in 
the United States alone are prime 
targets for these new advanced 
technology switchboards. 

In the opinion of the Research 
Department of Babson's Reports, 
the automated office is assuming 
high proprietary status in American 
business, especially now in these 
times of high inflation. Presently 
developed work stations are still too 
complex and expensive. However, 
the new computer-controlled PBXs 
seem to offer the link which will 
integrate all office functions, 


COMPETITION TO MULTIPLY 

Manufacturers of computers and 
the newest automatic switchboards 
are crossing over into each other's 
terrain in what promises to be a 
dynamic market of significant size 
While outlays for all types of office 
communications and backup  ser- 
vices are approaching an incredible 
$660 billion, the productivity of the 
average office worker in the U.S. 
has improved only 3 perent during 
the last ten years. Thus, the chief 
goal of the PBX independent 
producers is a simpler but far more

was going to make educated 
decisions, 1 had to learn how to 
bake.”
